R. POTTER 
declared him self 
opposed to tha bill, although as 
the friends of the restrictive system , was 
about to abandon it, aod deliver ft over 
to the m ercy of it« enem ies, he believed 
it would pass. 
He could not say re* 
spccting this bill, as he did cf the bill' 
about Seam en, which having peacc for 
its object, ii it had any, ho thought it 
would be hardly made ao exceptionable, 
that he would not vote for it. 
It wus 
possible it m ight do good, it could cct- 
uinly do no harm ; we could but be in 
war, overwhelm ed with debt and dis­ 
grace. 
T his bill, the object of which 
is acknowledged, to bo that of revenue, 
for the purpose of carilinumg the war, 
at the expence if not at the pt icc, of the 
total destruction, of the com mcrcial, 
shipping, and m anufacturing intercat, of 
the United States, he said could not be 
made or am ended in any nunuer, so as 
to obtain his vote. 


Mr. P. said, a few years since he 
heard so m uch in Congress about cn- 
couraging manufactories, that h#began 
to be apprehensive, that the interest of 
the m erchant and land holder, was to 
be sacrificed to them ; but he was now 
induced to believe, that it was intended 
tnore to am use, than to benefit them, 
and to make the people generally bcitci- 
satisfied, under their very severe suffer­ 
ings in time of peace with the restric­ 
tive system ; but he said he could not 
but be astonished, v h en this system had 
driven many respectable m erchautsfrom 
iheir uttial business, to employ an im ­ 
mense capital in manufactoring estab­ 
lis h m e n ts ; that they were still to be 
pursued even in this business again, to 
tucir ruin, and that for the purpose of 
revenue, to be obtained for the use ol 
the war, in the year 1814, the non-im­ 
portation system was partially to be sus­ 
pended, when owing to the war, they 
cannot return again to com mctciul pur­ 
suits, if they had capital ..ml were so dis­ 
posed, but m ust be k ft to suffer very 
much in their present business. 


Mr. P. said, when he considered that 
his constituents had a Capital of between 
four and five millions of dollars thus em ­ 
ployed, and exam ined the bill under 
consideration, and saw that tHfe goods 
perm itted to be im ported were about the 
same price and quality as those^m anu- 
factured in this country, he thoffght if 
the m anufacturers ui England would 
havo been perm itted to have made a se­ 
lection for the purpose of p u tfn g down 
their rivals in this country, they could 
not have done it with m ore art and ad­ 
dress. 
T h e second section of this bill 
“ excludes cloths, of which cotton is the 
principal m aterial, and the prim e cunt 
of which shall noji be less than 15 peuce 
sterling, and shall not exceed 3 shillings 
sterling per square yard th ereo f” 
ii 
therefore, by admitting*goods between 
those priccs, admits those of the quality 
and price almost exclusively manuluc- 
tured in this country, such as plaids. 
ginghams, stripes, 
checks, shitting, 
sheeting, fee. which sell from thiriy io 
forty cents per yard»und bed-ticks Iron» 
fifty to seventy-five cents per yard — 
T his bill is farther calculated lo t.k t 
from those manufactories, the encou­ 
ragem ent given under form er law*} by 
laying heavy duties on articles that have 
been heretofore adm itted duty free, 
such as curd-wires, hides, and many o- 
tlier articles which are m uch wanted, 
and are of great im portance to those 
concerned in this business, particulaily 
leather and wire. 


Mr. P. said, upon exam ining the 4th 
section of this bill, one wotfld suppose 
we were about to make laws, as the 
good book says good men should give 
altns, by not letting the left hand know 
what the right hand does.— V ery few 
people, by reading this bill, would sup­ 
pose, that a heavy Salt-Tax was intend­ 
ed by it; but, so it is.— W hy deceive 
the People ?— W hy not call things, by 
their right nam es ? and let the people 
let-, what they pay their money for— 
■ his tax bears hard on the poor, inas­ 
much as they consume at much Salt, 
J* the lich. 
A short statem ent, would 
hew the taxing quality of this law — 
n the first place, |he extr.. tonnage dmy 
npost cl by it, would operate to increase 
ie p»'ice of articles impo :ed to that 
* nousit, as it would bfc paid by the con- 
mer ; and ^alt tm w , during the war, 
least, con-ing i t fo-sign vessels ex- 
Jsively, uniess our ships sail under 


British licences. 
So th?v$ the double 
duty, the M editerranean fund, so called, 
with the additional duty on goods im ­ 
ported in foreign vessels, will make 
thirty-three per cent, duty on Salt, ex* 
elusive of foreign tonnage.— The last 
session, the Salt- I'ax appeared to be 
more unpopular, than at y proposed; 
and among all the reiolutiims lor laying 
taxes, it was the only one that failed ; 
although it was bt ought up again, by a 
gentlem an from V ugitm , (M r. Ghol- 
son,) who, very honorable to himself, 
upon being inform ed by lus friends that 
the taxes em braced ty the resolutions, 
were considered as com posing one sy s­ 
tem , and that they ought all to puss to­ 
gether, moved for a re-consideration, 
and upon re-considering the vote, the 
resolution to a»x Salt wsu adopted.— 
Now it seemS that this tax has bcconie 
so popular, that bait is to be taxed 
singly, and this notwithstanding, by a 
vote a fe-.v days past, the House detei- 
niined that tney would not go into th* 
consideration of the taxes this session, 
but must have one on purpose to lay 
them . 


M t. P. laid, the bill under considei- 
Rtiori^ was well-calculated to am use and 
gratify, both the fiionds and enem ies of 
tiic rcstrirtive system. 
T o its friends, 
it holds up the idea, that, by si very nice 
discrim ination, in the floods .perm itted 
to be im porud, the British mai}g|factur- 
ing interest will not at all be m ieved, 
and that the system will be left to ope­ 
rate upon the enemy with all its seve­ 
rity, while we shull derive imm ense ad­ 
vantages, from such importations.— To 
its enem ies, is held out the great advan­ 
tage of making another breach in this 
ayatem, the discrimuiktion is declared to 4 
be ol very little im portance, as nearly as 
many ^oods will be imported, as if the 
act wus repealed— [see extract of a let­ 
ter, ot June JO. 18 1 ‘2, wl^en this same 
subject was pending from the Treasury 
departm ent. ] 
It is not beiit ved that the 
result would be maiciudly affected by a 
modification, or purtiul instead of an ab­ 
solute suspension of the non*importa- 
tion t” 
Stating, as a reason, that it 
would very much depend upon funds 
then in I* nr'nii-l 
W hy then keep up 
this discrimination, when we have no 
lunds in that country, but for the pur­ 
pose of amusing the friends with the 
shadow of the 11 favourite t»ystem, while 
its enem ies me to be highly gratified, 
by ha\ing ofleied to them the substunce. 
— 11 the re lore us enem ies on this side 
of the House should continue the same 
hostility i.i time oi war, as they have 
done in time oi peace, and its fi lends 
on the other side, are now willing to 
give up the substance for the shadow, 
the system thus abandoned m ust now 
expite. 
But M r. P. said, he hoped the 
covering was too*thin, to deceive either 
side, and that this very plausible bill, at 
this time, would m eet its m erited fate. 


M r. P. said, the gentlem an from S. 
Carolina (M r. Cheves) who reported 
this bill, has told us, that this w u sfo r 
the express purpose of a'.dmg the reve­ 
nue in 1814, and has dem onstrated that 
we shall want, for the service of that 
year, between eig h t and nine Millions 
ot Dollars, yet to be provided for. 
if 
thia bill passes, the direct and intern«! 
tilxes, he say&, m ust likewise be resorted 
to, but he thinks it will not do to begin 
taxation with a land tax of nine millions 
of dollars, and a shop licence, and other 
taxes of three tiipes the sum reported 
the last y e a r; and that the syi|em of 
direct taxation ought to be approached 
with great caution, beginning with small 
sum s and gradually rising, or the people 
would not bear it. 


M r. P. asked, if it was not as well 
known when we declared war, as it is 
now, that if We had war, we mt&t have 
money, and that to have money, we 
m ust have taxes.—— A. system of taxes 
was reported early the last session, but 
us a m ajority could*not be obtained to 
lay them , war w ai declared without 
providing the ways and m eans to carry 
it on, under a pretence that there was 
not time to m ature the system) and un­ 
der a pretended belief that the taxes 
»vould better follow than precede the 
w ar; time was, however, found to dou­ 
ble the duties, and it was understood, 
that the rest of the taxes were to be laid 
early th is^essio n . 
W hat has taken 
place ? almost four months are gone by, 
little business has been done, and now 
at the close of the session, this project 
again makes its appearance, and want of i 
tim e again the excuse for passing this 
bill, and passing over the general sys­ 
tem of taxes. 
How can gentlem en who 
have voted lor the war, answer to them ­ 
selves, their constituents, and to the na- 
t|ou* for this n eg lec t; the want of tim e, 
is but a miserable excuse. 
T hey can­ 
not say that they have had fiom the m i­ 
nority 
an unreasonable opposition to 
any of their m easures. 
T o suspect that 
their constituents wouJd not pay taxes 


to support the war, would be doing 
them injustice, it'w ould even bo a libel 
upon them , alter having justified th« 
war by continuing the men in power 
that mauc it. 


M r. P. said, after being in session a- 
bout 12 months oui o i 16, if any disas­ 
ters should lu.ppen lor the Want of a 
timely provision to c atry on ihe wur 
and to support public credit, on the mu 
jority must rest the icapousibjlity. i t.* 
fault i* not with the people j il the ma­ 
jority could have agreed am ong them ­ 
selves, the whole o fthe tax-bill* which 
ha?c becn,p:epared in the treasury de­ 
partm ent, could hav^- passed in a few 
days, 
liu t gentlem en after incurring 
enorm ous expences, appear to have 
just found out that tto subject of direct 
taxes, ought to be approachcd w ith 
grcut care and circum spection. 
Have 
they so soon forgot, that udirect lax of 
only two millions of dollars, when the 
nation was prosperous, 
displaced a 
former adm inistration,' and 
put the 
present in power ; and are they not a 
little apprehensive, that a tax of nine 
'liillions of dollars to begin with, will 
nave m uch the same operation on them 
T he evil is not to be diminished by 
postponem ent, as if is ifbw said the 
taxes, to answer the wants of the trea­ 
sury, m ust be nearly or quite three 
tim es as much as was contenplatcd the 
last year, notwithstanding the revenue 
derived by Briush im portations the 
present year. 


Mr. P. said, that the people in this 
couutry, when the present constitution 
was adopted, were taught to believe if 
tney would agree to the constitution, 
that we should have neither war, ar­ 
mies, or direct and internal taxes ; that 
the revenue to be derived from com ­ 
m erce, would support the govenim ent, 
and in a few years pay th« interest and 
principal of this debt. But they were told 
othcrcw ise by the opposurs ot the fede­ 
ral government and constitution, and as 
soon as the the direct and internal taxes 
were laid by the federul governm ent, 
those people made a great clam our, and 
sain their predictions were verified, and 
it was soon tound thi^ the .people in 
thia respect, wcrtf like spoiled ci.iidren, 
and would not endure the taxes, and 
turned the people out ot “pow er, that 
imposed them ; and w henever a m a­ 
jority should be tuund to lay the -pre­ 
sent contemplated taxes, Mr. P. said 
it would, in ins opinion, bo with them 
as it nad been with their predecessors, 
they would not remain in office to be 
benefited by the money collected "from 
them. 


T he gentlem an from South Carolina, 
has also said, that%his was a good time 
to borrow money for the use oflHhe 
present year. 
N ot so ; Mr. P. said if 
this bill passes. T he report oi it has al­ 
ready enhanced the value of bills ou 
England, and thu passage ol it will far­ 
ther increase the value ot them , and 
depress the value o ftn e stocky of the 
U nited States. 
W hat are the Objects 
of this law, and what i's immediate 
operation i we are to pay G reat-B ntaiu 
this year twenty millions of dollars to 
purchase her goods, to relieve 
her 
manufactories, to enable het to carry on 
the war, with a view oi collccting, from 
our own people it) the year 1814, about 
five millions of doljiM’s» in an indirect 
way, by making ihetnjpay it in a higher 
price, in article! of tjjji&'fiist necessity* 
rather than collect it from 
them in A 
direct maimer— incompreht>tjf8|vc pedP 
c y # be sure** If this h m 
oes not 
pasi, the money will be retained In the 
country, and a part of it loaned to our 
governm ent to carry on the war. 
Mr. 
P. said it was too hum iliating, alter we 
had lost so many millions in lime ot 
peace, by this system , that we should 
m lime of war relinquish it, and pay 
twenty millions of dollars to relieve the 
British m anufacturers to the destruc­ 
tion of our own, and derive no other 
earthly advantage from it, but thepitih.l 
consideration ol affbrding congress the 
political advantage of taxing the people 
five millions of dollars, in an indirect 
way, in the year 1814. 
This m ust be a 
m iserable consolation indeed, to the 
friends of this system to ste it rejij»- 
quished under so many advantages*^) 
the E » g l‘»h> and so many disadvanta­ 
ges to oursehes, more especially as it 
will so com pletely verify all the pre­ 
dictions of those opposed to this sys­ 
tem from its com m encem ent. 


T he gentlem an f'orn G eorgia, Mr. 
Bibb, who has been one of the first, ant1 
firmest friends o 
1 his system, seems 
wiping to abandon it, and has assigned 
fi$t-Jseasan, that as the middle states 
w illfnot bear a non-exportation, and 
have been enriching them selves by war 
prices for their produce, he therefore 
thinks it very im reasonable, that the 
more southern states, 1$outh-i|jT%lina 
and G eorgia, should any longer' suffer, 
hy the operation of this system upon 


rhem, and is now willing to give it op 
ibr the more honorable mode of war­ 
fare, that of valorous fighting. 
T h u s 
by the suspension of this system , the 
middle and southern sutes, owning but 
little shipping, as to all the put poses of 
selling their produce, And obtaining in 
rciurn such articles, as they wished 
from abroad for their own cotibunfpikm, 
will be neutral in this War. 
it is ol b0t 
little consequence 
to them) ,whose 
ships their buaiucss is transacted in, 
in such a state of things. 
The m ore 
northern and eastern states, if the de­ 
claration of war had not been against 
G reat-Briiain, by its effects on them) 
would suppose it was intended to de­ 
stroy the com m ercial and m anufactur­ 
ing interests of those States— Th® 
same gentlem an, in order it is presum ­ 
ed, to make this bill tolerable, wifh 
some who have objections to it, has 
dwelt on the advantage of this discrim i­ 
nation, as it respects the two nations» 
?lhat we are not to adm it woolen cloths, 
charged at more than six shillings ster­ 
ling the square yard, and tells us, that 
to prevent impositions, inspectors will 
be appo.nted |o break the packages, and 
exam ine them . 
T h is Mr. P. said, he 
supposed would be managed with the 
samc#kind of vigilance, and m uch to the 
same effect, as the law was, prohibiting 
the importation of British rum . 
It was 
well known that nearly as much rum , 
made at the F.nglish W est-lndia Islands, 
had |e e n im ported since the law as be­ 
fore, all the treasury-tasters to the con­ 
trary notwithstanding. 
H e could not 
say that the breach of this law, wus con­ 
nived at by the treasury departm ent 
Tor the purposes o f revenue ; but it was 
certain, that this i ujn was never made 
where it was purported to be made, and 
this is a thing thai m.r pcrst.r* that could 
distinguish between good old spirits, 
and poor new wjiiskev. i.ould not d o u b t; 
but as long as the treasury wants money, 
and every thing 1» to bend to the expe­ 
diency of getting m o n e y from the peo­ 
ple, in this indit f 
way, M r. P. said, 
he believed the U;'.;*eaors of dry goods 
would be as a- * mmodating to the 
wants of the go'■ e; iintent, as the rum - 
taster« had been, and wo should, under 
this law, bflv« Coe clothes, as well a* 
good rum .' 


M r. P> said, if this bill passes, the 
pride o t the nation must be hum bled, 
the interest of the com m ercial and nrfe» 
nufacturing States sacrificed and de­ 
stroyed, and we shall have taught G reat- 
Brituin a lesson she never ought to hfiye 
known, and which she will take advan­ 
tage of, and practise upon in ititure.— 
She will have found out, that the people 
in this co u n u ||w iil neither bear restric­ 
tions nr taxes, that when we try non-cx- 
portauon, vhe middle States ciy out, and 
when non-im portation, we hear bitter 
lamentations from tffc* treasury depart­ 
ment ; so tha*, between the wants ot the 
treasury, and the aveirfce o fth e rok’dla 
states, the com m crcial and m anufactur­ 
ing interests are to be ruined,and the in­ 
terest and ambition ol Great-Bi itain g ra­ 
tified. 
M r. P. wished the committee* 
to look back a few years, and see th® 
high and honorable standing of this na­ 
tion, coVnpaced with its present situa­ 
tion. 
W e had a very extcn^ve and lu ­ 
crative com m erce, our canvass w hiten 
ed every sea, and we enjoyed all th e 
carrying-trade from the French colonies 
to the m other country. 
But when this 
last species of com m erce was in terru p t­ 
ed by the British, our m erchants, being 
not willing to lose so valuable a branch 
of their business, im prudently made ap­ 
plication to congress to protect them , 
as far as they could, and seem ed to vie 
with each other who should present 
them with the best memorial on the 
su b je c t; instead of affording any kind 
of pt otecty^M p the m erchants, for that 
branch of their business thus in te rru p t 
ed, even by rem onstrances, C ongress 
put a stop to their whole business, by 
an Emba»go.— Thn<* the protection cf 
governm ent in tim e of peace by restric­ 
tions, has been destruction to th d r inte­ 
rest. 
T heir reliefs by suspending the 
nonim portation act in time of war, is 
death to them ; and if you will forgive 
them for their im prudence in asking 
ybur protection in this instance, they 
will at least be more prudent in future. 


Mr. P. said, that after th e eatttym^ 
trade was at an end, by the B iiush ta* 
kirg the French colonies, we w o u ld 
have been satisfied, wici 
' a n tin g our 
own produce to France, b 
but this 
the English would not perm it without 
a licence. Hut our '^•.irnm ent were 
then so m uch alive io ’ e appearance 
ol insult and indigi.itv, J <! 
tiey would 
not perm it this, a:»<i l u ' ’ v.i-m pted tp 
prevent out vessel* whfn ubiuad, f r o m 
¿kingclcarances f o g o hum one foreign 
port 'o another, under heavy penalties 
and disabilities— this was c a llc # trib u te 
jw I coul(|not be s u b m itte d to, i^.d to 
our resentw r
